foundations in different parts of the old City of Bath. 


The ancient City of Bath is ſaid to have been built by King 


| Alfred about the year 900, and was ſurrounded by a ſtrong for- 
_ tified wall, a ſmall part of which is ſtill ſtanding, and called the 


| Borough-Wall. It appears to be of great antiquity, from the 
infinite number of ancient coins, ſtatues, altars, inſcriptions, 
and other monuments of Roman hiſtory, which have been, and. 
are {till daily diſcovered in and about it; and it is evident, that 
the city of Bath has been ſeveral times deſtroyed, either by civit _ 
cCommotions, or by fires; and that the old city was ten or 
twelve fect below the preſent one; for in digging ſome cellars 
in Stall-!trect, there was. found (June 29, 1753) a pedeſtal, or 
which the following is a juſt repreſentation, with the inſcription,

"Feet eight inches in diameter, and a beautiful Corinthian eapital 
belonging to the ſame: there are alſo ſeveral maſſy fragments 
a cdorned with ſculpture, in baſſo-relievo; one of theſe, which 
particularly attracts notice, exhibits a portion or a large ellipſis 
formed by a broad wreath of oaken boughs richly wrought ;.

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In order to form ſome conclufion as to the æra when this 
temple was erected, it may be neceſſary to take a curlory view. 
of the progreſs of the Romans in Britain, from whence it will 
clearly appear, that the nation was not ſubjected to the Imperial 
power till the time of Claudius, or near fifty years after our 
Javiour. We learn too, from Tacitus, that Agricola (towards 
the concluſion of the firſt century of the Chriſtian æra, or rather 
in the year $4) employed ſome time after his ſecond expedition, 
in poliſhing the manners of the natives, and in encouraging and 
inſtructing them to erect temples, porticos, and baths. 1 


It is hardly to be imagined, that the Romans could have built 
any ſpacious edifices in a country, before they had reduced it tio 
- ſubjetton; or that chere ſhould have exiſted any conſiderable 
ſpecimens of Roman architecture in Britain before the time of 
Agricola: fince Tacitus attributes thoſe ſplendid innovations, 
as well as the firſt cultivation of the arts in this nation, to the 
humane exertions and enlightened diſpoſition of that General. 
- Theſe rays of civilization were only tranſitory and local. | 
The period of time from the departure of Publius Agricola 
from Britain, to the commencement of Hadrian's reign, did 
not greatly excced thirty years. This Emperor was eminently _ 
Cillinguiſhed for viſiting tlie remoteſt and moit inhoſpitable | 
countries that had ſubmitted to the Roman arms; while the 
tranquil ſtate of the Empire, and its ſubordinate provinces, en- 
abled him to adorn the latter with laſting monuments of his 
| _magnificence. Britain in particular experienced his attention. 
Ihe /xth legion, ſurnamed the Victrix, mentioned in the above 
inſeription, and the zZwwentieth, were in Britain during the reigns 13 
of Hadrian aud his ſucceſſor. Many votive altars, now extant 
in Scotland, as well as ſundry inſcriptions dedicated to Hadrian 
and Antonine, inform us with what amazing labour the legions 
accompliſhed thoſe immenſe barriers which formed the northern 
boundaries, known by the name of Hadrian's Wall... 
In 1793 the workmen, in digging near Sidney-Place, Bath- 
wick, about four feet under-ground, came to a large ſtone, 
which on clearing proved to be a ſepulchral altar in almoſt per- 
tect condition, with a Latin inſcription to the memory of Caius i

* Aithough the walls of Hadrian and of Severus were of much 
greater extent and importance, than the one eretted by Antoninus; 
vet the inſcriptions dedicated to the two former Emperors, collec- 
_ tively taken, in point of numbers fall ſhort of thoſe which have 
perpetuated the undertaking of the latter, The walls of Hadrian 
auch Severus extcuded near cighty miles.

This city being ſurrounded by an amphitheatrical circle of 
hills, and fituated to the weſt, is a conſiderable addition to its 


_ delights: for Hippocrates was of opinion, that a city ſo advan- 
tageoufly placed, and fo much ſheltered from the north-eaſterly = 


winds, muſt be the moſt healthy to live in. 
Although its fituation is low, the air is at all times falubri ious, 


and the inhabitants in general remarkably healthy. The late 


Mrs. Chandler, in her poem entitled A Deſcription of Bath, 


makes the following obſervation on the City and its waters :

by mountains or eminences, and fall on the reſpective included 
minerals. And it is very well known that a due mixture of 
ſulpbur* and filings of iron, moiſtened with, water, will pro- 
duce any degree of heat. This ſtone, therefore, muſt have a _ 
large quantity of fulph areous or bituminous matter in its com- 
2% poſition, as willhe evident to a natural philoſopher, from theſe 
mentioned qualities; neither is it improbable, that the ferrugi- 
nous or iron-tinctured water takes its riſe from Lanſdowwn ; the 
ſtone of it being har d, and on the top flinty, black, and acri- 


monious, as iron ore is known to be. Theſe two mountains, 


thus tinged by rain water falling from the proper heights, meet- 
ing in ſome caverns in the valley, and there fermenting, pro- 
duce that hot, milky, ſoft liqnnd, called BATH WATER; far 
bey ond any hot mineral water for its delicacy, and ſuperior to 
any other hot water yet diſc overed for its comfortable heat, as 
it poſſeſſes. that milkineſs, deter gency, and middling heat, ſo 
© triendly to weakened covftitutions, which all other hot waters 

want in the due degree, either being too hot or too cold to do 
any great good in caſes where they are preſcribed.

"The Cathedint Church of St. Peter and Paul, commonly | 
called the ABBEY, (ſuppoſed to be built on the ſpot where ſtood _ 
the Roman temple of Minerva, who was the tutelar deity of the 
hot ſprings) is a noble edifice, built in the ſhape of a croſs, and 
founded in the year 676, by King OsRI1C, together with the 
Abbe y-Houſe for Nuns: put in the vear 775, King OFraA 
- placed cherein ſecular canons, who being expelled. by King 
Fp ar, he inſtituted Benedictine Monks in their ſtead; and 
it was frequently repaired and augmented, "till OLIVER Kix 
began the preſent pile in 1495, which was occaſioned by a viſion 
or dream of his, as related by Sir John Harington. „The 
Biſhop, ſavs he, having been at Bath, imagined, as he one 
night lay megan in bed, that he ſaw the Holy Trinity, with _ 
angels aſcending and deſcending by a Jadder, near to which was 
a fair olive-tree ſupporting a crown.“ The impreſſion was ſo 
ſtrong, that the Biſhop thought he heard a voice which faid, 
6 Let an Olive eltabliſh the Crown, and let a King reſtore the 5 
Church.“ This had ſuch an effect upon the good Prelate, that 
he inſtantly formed a deſign to rebuild the Church of St. Peter 
and Paul; accordingly he ſet the work immediately in hand, and 
as Sir John concludes, cauſed this vition to be repreſented on the 
welt front of it, under the title of De /ur/r-m , © It is from 
on high,” —The pious Biſhop was prevented from completing _ 
this work by death; and upon the diſſolution of the religious 
houſes, this church coming into the King's hands, and the 
townimen refuſing to purchatc it of the King's commiſſioners _
